4, That as often as the' Prencipal Officers and Commiſſioners of his Majeſtics Navy ſhall ſee cauſe , they 
thall ft oralter the Rates upon the forementioned cloaths and goods,according to whichthey ſhall be vend- 
ed for that year, or fold longer, unleſs altered by their Order, 

5» That none of the ſaid cloaths be pe:mitted to be {old to any of the Ships company, till rhey have ſer - 
ved two full months trom their enttance into ſea-wages, and then not above rhe wy, er often ſhillings, and 
rateadly every two months, ez ſhillings moreto the endof the voyage, | 

6. That no Tobacco, Strong-waters, norother ſnchlike Commodities, be ſold on board, nor any debts 
for thc ſame, or other old (Cores, be inſerted in any Certificateto be paid for as cloaths,or under the pretence 
0 Cos, at the peril of the Com;mmander, Maſter, Boxtſwam, and Gunner that ſhall ſign tothe ſaid Cer 
Uncate, 

7. That no payment be mþde to, nor monies collefted by the Venders of the ſaid cloaths, Treaſwrey,or 
his Pay=? aſter, nor any other for theiruſe, without a Certificate under the han4s of the Captain, Ma- 
ſter, Boatſwain, an) Gumerx, of the reſpeive Ships, or any three of them, ſpecifying the ſeveral kinds of 
cloaths fold, the quantities of each kind, Parties rowhom, aad the total ſum due from each party, 

8. That at the diſcharge ofany man that hath been encruſted with cloathsgtae Purſer take care ar his pe- 
ril, to ſcra part upon the Ticketof that man (ez words, and not figeres ) tne total ſum truſted; and at rhe 
end ofevery voyage, to ſpecie in the Margint of his Sea-books forthe Treaſerer, and the reſt of the Priz- 
cipal Officers and Commiſſioners, each mans particular debt forcloaths thar ſo the ſame may be defaulked 
by the Pay-aſter accoidingly. | | | 

9. That nodebts whatſoever inſerted by the Purſer, either upon his ſea-book, or mens Ticcets, other 
than for cloaths, and the kinds of cloaths hereby Cr (es to be ſold, ſhall be ftayed from poor Sea-men 
by the Treaſurer or his PayzMaſter, upon no pretence whatſoever at their perils : 

IO, That the ſaid cloaths be ſupplied by the Fender, as above ſaid, to ſuch only as thall appear to the 
Commander and other Officers by the Ship, to be in preſent want thereof, and to be ſold alwayes above 
decks, at themzain Maſt, in the preſence of the ſaid c@ptarr, Officers,and the whole Ships company. 

I 1. That the cloaths of any Sea-man, dyingin his Majeſties ſervice, be ſold in manner aforeſaid,and rec- 
koned as part ofthe proportion hereby allowedto theſe !>man,who ſhaſl buy the ſame, the proceed whereof 
is to be ſtaid by the Pay-Mafterat the Pay-Table,and by him forth with accounted for to the Execators or 
Adminiſtrators of the perſon deceaſed, upon'tthe Parſe rs Gtrtificate of the ſum charged on the ſearbook. 
who for his care in attending and charging the ſame,is ro expe the conſideration here under provided in 0- 
ther caſes andno more, 

I2, That the Veadey of cleaths ſhall allow ro each Purſertwelve pence upon every pound, for ifſuing 
5 cloaths and keeping his accounts, and no Other fees, or defalcarions thall be exaCted or required for the 

ame, 

3. Thatif any difference ſhall ariſe berweenthe Parſer and the SOOje's or that the Slopſelter ſhall for 
any reaſons known to himſelfe(or that the 2r(er preſuming tharthe Slopſeller can imploy no othergobligeth 
him to any diſadyantageous terms) be unwilling to put his goods into the Perſers hands, it may beper- 
mittedhim to entruſt them with the faſter, or any other Officer in the Ship,
